Tomato Disease Conference 


The National Canners Association and the Pennsylvania Canners 
Association are sponsoring a meeting of canners’ technical field- 
men, canners, plant pathologists and horticulturists from all tomato 
canning states, November 18. The meeting is for the purpose of 
discussing 1947 experiences on the control of tomato diseases, with 
particular emphasis on late blight. The conference will be at York 
or Harrisburg, depending on available hotel facilities. 


Canners and growers in many areas have cooperated on disease 
control methods this season, using various types of equipment in- 
cluding planes with both sprays and dusts, and reports made at 
this meeting by both canners and growers on their results and 
experiences should be of practical value to the industry. The 
November 18 date is the second day of the annual 2-day meeting 
of the Pennsylvania Canners Association, but the tomato disease 
conference is not confined to members of that organization. Can- 
ners and fieldmen from all tomato canning areas are invited. 


N. C. A. Officers Hold Third Quarterly Meeting 


The officers of the National Canners Association will hold their 
3rd quarterly meeting of the year at San Francisco on Septem- 
ber 4 to discuss various phases of the Association’s program of 
activities, including plans for forthcoming meetings and the an- 
nual Convention.

Congressional Committees Engaged in Foreign Studies 


A number and variety of Congressional Committees are engaged 
during the current recess with studies and investigations in foreign 
countries. Among subjects under scrutiny are foreign relief, world 
sugar quotas, shipping and international trade generally, world 
health, surplus property disposal, food and agricultural develop- 
ments, and particularly food distribution problems in the Central 
European countries scheduled as 12 of the Government's 
83 50,000,000 appropriation. 


Congressman Christian A. Herter, of Massachusetts, heads the 
18-member special House Committee on Foreign Relief. The 
Committee includes Representatives August Andresen of Minne- 
sota, Thomas A. Jenkins of Ohio, John C. Kunkel of Pennsylvania, 
W. K. Macy of New York, R. M. Nixon of California, J. M. Vorys 
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of Ohio, C. W. Vursell of Illinois and 
C. A. Wolverton of New Jersey as the 
Republican contribution. The Demo- 
cratic minority includes O. Brooks of 
Louisiana, W. M. Colmer of Missis- 
sippi, H. D. Cooley of North Carolina, 
E. J. Keogh of New York, G. H. 
Mahon of Texas, A. S. Mike Monroney 
of Oklahoma, J. P. Richards of So. 
Carolina, and F. E. Walter of Penn- 
sylvania. This group was allotted 
$125,000 for its study. 

A sub-committee of the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee is collating ma- 
terial and may hold hearings on the 
subject of admitting European “dis- 
placed persons.” 


This group, with an appropriation 
of $50,000, is headed by Senator C. 
Revercomb, West Virginia; J. S. 
Cooper, Kentucky; Pat McCarran, 
Nevada; J. H. McGrath, Rhode Island. 
It is to complete its report by March 1. 

Current American policies in China 
and Korea are to be investigated by 
another Senatorial Committee, also 
voted $125,000 for its work, but the 
members of this Committee have not 
yet been appointed. 


Members of the House and Senate 
Appropriations Committee are pursu- 
ing examinations of costs of the State 
Department's foreign service branch, 
which will include sub-committee and 
staff investigations in the field—Eu- 
rope and Latin America particularly. 


Further hearings at home will be 
conducted by Senate and House Com- 
mittees into the State Department’s 
Information Service. 


Members of the Senate and House 
Appropriations Committees are to 
check into potentialities of American 
foreign trade of the immediate future, 
with special reference to shipping 
shortages, world sugar quotas and 
effect of current dollar shortages upon 
U. S. exports. This committee has 
$25,000 at its disposal. 


Exploration of world health condi- 
tions and International Refugee Or- 
ganization (1.R.0.) will take a House 
Foreign Affairs Committee abroad 
within a few weeks. Representative 
Mrs. F. P. Bolton, Ohio; D. L. Jack- 
son, Calif., and F. J. Maloney, Penn- 
sylvania, are on this sub-committee. 


Foreign Trade 


INCREASE IN U. S. EXPORTS 


But Commerce Reports Indicate 
Decline in Processed Foods 


Exports of foodstuffs from the 
United States during the first half of 
1947 totaled $1,241,000,000, an in- 
crease of 30 million dollars over the 
corresponding period last year, the 
U. 8. Department of Commerce re- 
ported August 28. 

United States imports of foodstuffs 
during the first half of 1947, totaled 
$831,000,000 compared with $633,- 
000,000 in the first half of 1946, an 
increase of $198,000,000 or 31.2 per- 
cent. 

Foodstuffs recording the greatest 
export increase during the first half 
of 1947 compared with the same period 
in 1946, were grains and preparations, 
rising from $412 million to $674 mil- 
lion; fruits and preparations, from 
$74 million to $95 million; fodders 
and feeds, from $3 million to $17 mil- 
lion; and nuts and preparations, from 
$7 million to $20 million. 

Other exported agricultural prod- 
ucts showing major increases in the 
first half of 1947, were cornstarch and 
cornflour, up 377 percent in quantity 


and 358 percent in value; crude soy- 
bean oil, up 311 percent in quantity 
and 713 percent in value; burley leaf 
tobacco, up 12 percent in quantity 
and 54 percent in value; and inedible 
tallow, up 351 percent in quantity and 
767 percent in value. 

Decreases were recorded in exports 
of canned meats, which dropped 94 
percent in quantity and 92 percent in 
value; evaporated milk, down 65 per- 
cent in quantity and 59 percent in 
value; wheat, down 39 percent in 
quantity and 27 percent in value; de- 
hydrated soups, down 97 percent in 
quantity and 93 percent in value; and 
dried eggs, down 31 percent in quan- 
tity and 25 percent in value. 

Major increases in imports of food- 
stuffs during the 1947 period com- 
pared with 1946 were recorded for 
cane sugar, unground black pepper, 
bananas, and prepared coconut meat. 
Cane sugar imports rose 52 percent in 
quantity and 105 percent in value; un- 
ground black pepper rose 3,212 per- 
cent in quantity and 6,400 percent in 
value; bananas, up 20 percent in 
quantity and 30 percent in value; and 
prepared coconut meat rose 400 per- 
cent in quantity and value. 


Import decreases were recorded for 
cattle, down 91 percent in quantity 
and 79 percent in value; wheat, down 
95 percent in quantity and value; 
olives in brine, down 33 percent in 
quantity and 35 percent in value; and 
brandy, down 75 percent in quantity 
and value. 


New and severe food restrictions in 
Britain are being imposed by the Brit- 
ish Food Ministry. Foodstuffs such 
as butter, meat, and tea are rationed, 
and other items, such as canned foods, 
are put on a “points” system. The 
purchaser may spend a certain num- 
ber of points each month for any one 
or more of a variety of canned foods. 
The present point allotment is 28 for 
each individual but such ganned foods 
as salmon cost 32 points a can—more 
than the total monthly allotment. 
Prior to the beginning of the next 
ration period, September 14, new 
“point” adjustments are to be an- 
nounced, 


Imports of so-called luxury foods 
are to be prohibited altogether. A 
detailed list of such is to be published 
later. 


Progress of ITO Charter 


The next step in the development of 
the charter for an International Trade 
Organization, will be the submission 
of the Geneva draft of August 22 to 
a conference in Havana on November 
25. If approved there, it will be sent 
to the 17 respective governments in- 
volved for unit reaction, and will then 
await approval at a world convention 
in 1948, 


Colombia Will Fix Exchange 
Quotas for Each Importer 


The U. S. State Department has 
replied to the Association’s communi- 
cation of June 13 which drew atten- 
tion to the alleged refusal of the ex- 
change control authorities in Colom- 
bia, South America, to issue import 
licenses for American merchandise un- 
less such goods were already prepared 
for shipment and confirmatory appli- 
cations for licenses made by Ameri- 
can exporters in their own names. 

The Department now is in receipt 
of a report from the American Em- 
bassy in Bogota stating that it is the 
present intention of control authori- 
ties in Colombia to fix individual ex- 
change quotas for each importer, prob- 
ably on a quarterly basis, to be utilized 
by him as he sees fit. Once this sys- 
tem is in force, the priority-preference 
system will be discarded. 
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American exporters are advised by 
the State Department that in the 
meantime they should be careful to 
ship merchandise to Colombia exclu- 
sively against import licenses known 
to be already in the hands of their 
import agents, or definitely authorized 
for issue. 

Similar protests were made by U. S. 
canners to Brazil, Sweden and Vene- 
zuela, when their import restrictions 
were imposed. 

In the case of Brazil, its govern- 
ment has explained that it did not 
wish to see an accumulation of dollar 
funds there awaiting release in pay- 
ment of imports from the United 
States, but Brazilian importers claim 
they have not been able to obtain ex- 
change to satisfy their current obli- 
gations to American shippers. The 
State and Commerce Departments re- 
port they are still pressing for Brazil- 
ian Government cooperation. 


CCC Purchases Mexican-Pack 
Canned Meat and Gravy 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, through the Commodity Credit 
Corporation, has contracted with the 
Juarez Meat Products Co., Juarez, 
Chihauhua, Mexico, for the purchase 
of one million pounds of canned meat 
and gravy. The product is being re- 
sold by CCC to the International 
Refugee Assocation for the feeding 
of refugees in Europe. 

Purchases of the canned meat and 
gravy, Department officials point out, 
will provide a much-needed food for 
European refugees and also provide 
an outlet for cattle in Northern Mex- 
ico. Cattle from this area were for- 
merly exported to the U. S. .Since the 
outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in Southern Mexico, the importation 
of cattle and other susceptible ani- 
mals from Mexico to the U. S. has been 
prohibited. The disease now exists in 
several southern and central States of 
Mexico, but there have been no out- 
breaks in any of the northern States, 
USDA reports. 


Surplus Ship Sales Protested 


American shipping interests are 
protesting against the continued sale 
of American war-built cargo ships to 
foreign operators. 

It is claimed that tonnage of the 
active U. S. Merchant Marine fleet 
will drop from 28,000,000 last Decem- 
ber 31 to a projected level of 11,- 
400,000 by sales already committed. 


Standards 


PMA BEAN STANDARDS 


Differences Between Promulgation 
of August 27 and Proposals 
of June 25 Explained 


The Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has promulgated 
revised U. S. Standards for Grades 
of canned green and wax beans, pub- 
lished in the Federal Register of Au- 
gust 27. 


The newly promulgated standards 
differ only slightly from the proposed 
standards published in the Register 
of June 25, mimeographed copies of 
which were mailed by the Association 
to all bean canners (see INFORMATION 
LeTrer for June 28, 1947, page 303). 


The PMA has provided the follow- 
ing explanation of the differences in 
the standards promulgated on August 
27 as compared to the proposed stand- 
ards published June 25: 


“The following changes have been 
made in the proposed revision of the 
published in the Federal Register as 
a notice of rule making: (1) The 
tolerance of small pieces less than 
one-half inch in length in the fancy 
classification of cut style beans has 
been increased from 40 units to 60 
units for each 12 ounces of drained 
weight of beans; and (2) the proce- 
dure for determining e size of the 
beans has been clarified.” 


Copies of the new standards for 
grades may be obtained from the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Administra- 
tion, USDA, Washington 25, D. C. 


Exceptions Filed to Shrimp 
Fill- of- Container Order 


On August 29 the National Shrimp 
Canners Association filed exceptions 
and a brief in support of exceptions 
to the proposed order issued by the 
Federal Security Agency on August 
9 (reported in the INFORMATION LET- 
TER of August 9, page 349), denying 
any amendment to the Fill-of-Con- 
tainer Standard for canned shrimp. 


A hearing on the proposal to amend 
the standard was held in Washington 
on July 8, and at this hearing shrimp 
canners presented evidence demon- 
strating that it is impossible to put 
out a good quality product of canned 
shrimp under the present standards 
of fill-of-container. It was also 


brought out at the hearing that the 
standards cannot be met by following 
practical commercial canning pro- 
cedure. 

The industry’s brief pointed out that 
the proposed order denying any 
amendment to the standard was not 
based on substantial evidence of rec- 
ord and ignored the industry’s testi- 
mony at the hearing that in spite of 
five years’ experience under the pres- 
ent standard, it has been impossible 
to meet the requirements of the stand- 
ard. It also was pointed out in the 
brief that the present standard results 
in the packing of an inferior product 
which is not in the interest of con- 
sumers, and that under the present 
standard it is impossible to use the 
smaller size cans of shrimp for which 
consumers have evidenced a strong 
demand. 

The FSA Administrator is required 
under the Food, Drug, and Cosmetic 
Act to consider these exceptions and to 
issue a final order after he has re- 
viewed all the evidence.

Tomato Juice Stocks Report 


August 1, 1947, carryover stocks of 
canned tomato juice, tomato juice cock- 
tail and mixtures containing 70 or 
more percent tomato juice in canners’ 
hands totaled 4,220,838 actual cases 
equivalent to 4,844,000 cases basis 
24/2’s, according to the Association's 
Division of Statistics. These compare 
with July 1, 1947 stocks of 5,778,000 
cases basis 24/2's and August 1, 1946, 
carryover of 500,000 standard cases. 


Shipments of canned tomato juice 
out of canners’ hands for the 1946-47 
marketing season totaled 30,432,000 
cases basis 24/28 or about 9 percent 
more than those for the 1945-46 sea- 
son of 27,909,000 cases.

Canning of poultry during July 
continued on a relatively small scale, 
the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
reports. The quantity canned or used 
in canning during July totaled 4,791,- 
000 pounds—43 percent less than the 
quantity canned in July last year and 
38 percent less than the quantity 
canned in July 1945. The quantity 
canned consisted of 4,540,000 pounds 
of chicken and 251,000 pounds of 
turkey.

Insecticide Time Extended 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announces that time has been 
extended through September 8, 1947, 
for the filing of suggestions and cum- 
ment concerning proposed regulations 
which are being set up by the Depart- 
ment under the Federal Insecticide, 
Fungicide and Rodenticide Act of 
1947. 

The proposed regulations were dis- 
cussed at a meeting held in the De- 
partment, August 25. Many industry 
representatives who attended, and 
others who were unable to attend, re- 
quested an extension of time to give 
them opportunity to file their sugges- 
tions and comments on the proposals. 


New Federal Meat Inspection 


Federal inspection of meat, which 
heretofore has been paid for from 
public funds, is now being placed 
under a system of fees to be paid by 
packers who receive this Government 
service, the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced, In accordance 
with a provision of the 1948 Agricul- 
tural Appropriations Act requiring 


meat packers to pay for Federal in- 
spection, the Bureau of Animal In- 
dustry of the Department has notified 
packers of the costs currently in- 
volved and has requested their co- 
operation in changing over to the new 
business system. The legislation pro- 
vided for the new system to become 
effective as of July 1, 1947. 

In a notice sent to owners and 
operators of federally inspected es- 
tablishments, the Bureau of Animal 
Industry announces that the current 
charge for, inspection during cus- 
tomary working hours will be $89.60 
per man-week, payable every four 
‘weeks. This amount represents the 
services of one man for a 40-hour 
week. For service on a holiday, occur- 
ring from Monday through Friday, 
an additional charge of $1.64 per 
man-hour is made, and for overtime 
during those days of the week the 
— charge is $2.58 per man- 

our. 


Effect of European Drought 


Earlier estimates of European food 
requirements for the balance of 1947 
and early 1948 have been discarded 
since receipt of data concerning the 
effect of the drought still prevailing 
at last reports in Britain and over all 
of Northern Europe. 


The Bureau of Foreign Agricul- 
tural Relations has received informa- 
tion indicating that major crops may 
be reduced by from 25 to 40 percent 
in certain areas, especially France, 
forecasting a severe winter for needy 
peoples in these territories, Prior 
to news of disastrous drought effects, 
cabled reports from Europe indicated 
that grain supplies already were 20 
percent short of actual needs as re- 
ported by American investigators. 


Drought effects are reported from 
Sweden, all down through Western 
Europe to Spain. In Eastern Europe, 
the crop outlook is better, but little 
help is expected from these areas by 
the stricken peoples of the West. 


World Bank Loans 


John J. McCloy, president of the 
International Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, says the institution 
does not expect to offer any new issues 
to the public during the balance of this 
year. 


Uncertainties in world financial 
markets would, it was stated make 
public acceptance of any new under- 
writings very risky, plus the fact that 
presently-unpredictable emergencies 
indicate the need for conservation of 
the bank’s cash resources. 


Traffic 


Increase Reported in Volume 
of New Freight Cars on Order 


Railroads and private carlines had 
118,117 new freight cars on order on 
August 1, the Association of Ameri- 
can Railroads announced August 28. 
The number on order on July 1, 1947, 
was 109,117. 


Of the total number, Class I rail- 
roads and railroad-owned private-con- 
trolled refrigerator companies on Au- 
gust 1, 1947, had 102,998 new freight 
cars on order, compared with 49,078 
on August 1, 1946, and 102,634 on 
July 1, 1947. 


New freight cars on order by Class 
I railroads on August 1 this year 
were as follows: 40,386 hopper in- 
cluding 2,836 covered hoppers, 6,355 
gondolas, 1,093 flat, 9,016 refrigerator, 
50 stock, 282 miscellaneous freight 
cars and 45,816 box including 42,035 
plain and ventilated and 3,781 auto- 
mobile boxcars. 
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Class I railroads put 26,174 new 
freight cars in service in the first 
seven months of 1947, of which 5,439 
were installed in July. New freight 
cars put in service in the seven months 
of 1946 totaled 21,568. Those installed 
in the seven months period this year 
were as follows: 6,961 hopper includ- 
ing 1,009 covered hoppers, 2,252 gon- 
dolas, 1,985 refrigerator, 454 flat, 500 
stock, 137 miscellaneous freight cars 
and 13,885 box cars, which included 
11,376 plain and ventilated and 2,509 
automobile. 

Class I railroads in the first seven 
months of 1947 retired 32,191 freight 
cars of which number 6,273 were re- 
tired in the month of July. In the 
same seven months period of 1946 
there were 33,047 retired.

of may be submitted so as to be re- 
ceived by the Contract and Records 
Division, Fruit and Vegetable Branch, 
Production and Marketing Adminis- 
tration, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington 25, D. C., not later 
than 5 p. m., EDST, September 15, 
or by telegram filed Washington, D. C., 
not later than midnight EDST Sep- 
tember 24. Delivery is to be sched- 
uled in weekly shipments during the 
period October 15 through November 
29, 1947.

Report on Food Consumption 


The food consumption in the United 
States will continue high during the 
late summer and fall, according to an 
August report of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics. The total volume 
of food production for sale and farm 


home consumption is a record again 
this year. Imports have increased 
and military takings of exports have 
fallen off slightly. Grain shipments 
make up about three-fourths of the 
total food exports, 


Civilian per capita food consump- 
tion in the United States in 1947 is 
estimated in the report to be now 
about 17 percent above the average 
for the five years, 1935-1939. Only 
in the case of canned fish, butter, and 
sugar will per capita consumption fall 
below the pre-war rate. The average 
food consumption per person is ex- 
pected to be slightly below the 1946 
record because more people are eat- 
ing out of the civilian supplies. 

The index of retail prices paid for 
food by consumers in large cities was 
190 in June, 1947, compared with 171 
in August, 1946. At that time some 
foods were still under price control. 
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Changes in supplies will be reflected 
in some retail food prices but the gen- 
eral level is expected to remain about 
the same for the next few months, 
according to BAE. 


June Shipments of Cans 


Shipments of metal cans in June 
amounted to 233 thousand tons, ac- 
cording to the Department of Com- 
merce. Although June shipments were 
12 percent over the 208 thousand 
tons shipped in May, they were below 
the level of activity of June, 1946, 
when 240 thousand tons were shipped. 
However, shipments of cans during 
the first six months of 1947, at 1,158 
thousand tons, were still running 
ahead of shipments during the com- 
parable period of 1946 when 1,142 
thousand tons were shipped. 
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
